Washington, Jan. 18.—The repub- 


lican senators decided today not to 
set a day, at least for the present, 
for taking up the Nicaragua canal 
bill. The decision was reached after 
an hour and a half spent in caucus, 
and was unanimous. The caucus to- 
day was called largely because of 
Senator Morgan's importunities in 
behalf of the bill and an earnest ef- 
fort was made to find a satisfactory 
solution of the problem. There was a 
general exchange of views and many 
speeches were made, but after all had 
been said the senators concluded that 
so long as Great Britain's attitude to- 
ward the amendments to the Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty is undefined it 
would not be wise or expedient to 
agitate the question of the construc- 
tion of the proposed canal. 


Senator Allison, chairman of the 


caucus, was authorized to make this 
statement to Senator Morgan and 
other friends of the canal bill and to 
the public generally. 
In giving it 


out he laid stress upon the fact that 
this conclusion was ''for the present." 


He also stated that the question of 


what attention should be given to the 
ship subsidy bill and to the appro- 
priation bills was not discussed. 


'•That matter is in the hands of 


the senate," he said. 


The decision of the caucus as above 


given was embodied in a resolution 
presented by Senator Lodge, which 
stated that the conclusion as there 
set forth was the result of the best 
deliberations of the committee on 
the order of business. He expressed 
his own firm conviction that at least 
for the present it would be out of 
place to press the canal question 
while the treaty is still a subject of 
negotiation and England's attitude 
is not completely defined. Notwith- 
standing the formal decision to leave 
the canal question in abeyance for the 
time, several senators gave notice 
that in case there should be a motion 
to take up the canal bill they would 
not be bound by the resolution adopt- 
ed, but would vote for a motion to 
consider. 


No decision was reached upon other 


questions, but no formal auction was 
considered 
necessary. 
There was, 


however, considerable discussion of 
other questions. 


Among these was the ship subsidy 


bill, the war revenue reduction bill, 
the confirmation of 'Mr. Harlan as at- 
torney general of Porto Rico, the rat- 
ification of the treaty with Spain for 
the acquisition of some of the Philip- 
pine islands not included in the orig- 
inal Paris treaty, and the appropria- 
tion bills. 


Senator Hanna expressed his desire 


to have the ship subsidy bill passed 
upon during the present session and 
said that with the army bill out of 
the way he should ask that the de- 
cision arrived at early in the session 
to press the subsidy bill be adhered 
to. 
There were several responses and all 


were in accord with Mr. Hanna's re- 
quest. He was reminded, however, 
of the necessity of giving first at 
tention to the appropriation bills and 
he said that he fully understood that 
and he only meant to ask that the 
subsidy bill should receive attention 
when the appropriation bills were not 
up for consideration. There was gen- 
eral assent to the proposition, but it 
was suggested that there were other 
subjects which should be passed upon 
before adjournment but which it was 
not believed would require a great 
deal of time.

;o Allentown to receive the goods 
;rom a man whom he should know 
:>y the password "Dayton." 


The letter was signed in a stamp 
Robert 'H. Evans," and enclosed 


new $1 bill, presumably as a sample 
of the notes furnished by the con 
cern. The bill, however, was genu- 
.ne. Duryea went to Allentown and 
represented himself as Wheeler ana 
soon 'had Barnett in custody. 


Inspector W. W. Dixon, in charge 


of the Philadelphia inspectors, said 
tne extreme caution -maintained by 
the counterfeiters, and the fact thav 
most of the correspondence was car 
ried on by telegraph instead of by 
mail, made it impossible to locate 
the headquarters of the syndicate ii 
New York.

CONGRESS. 


Washing-ton. Jan. 18.—The repub- 


lican senators d«eid«d today not to 
ft*t a day, at least for the present, 
for taking up the Nicaragua canal 
bill. The decision was reached after 
an hour and a half spent In caucus, 
and was unanimous. The caucus to- 
day was called largely because of 
Senator Morgan's importunities In 
behalf of the bill and an earnest ef- 
fort was made to find a satisfactory 
solution of the problem. There was a 
general exchange of rirws and many 
speeches were made, but after all had 
been said the senators concluded that 
so long as Great Britain's attitude to- 
ward the amendments to the Hay- 
Pauncefott treaty ii undefined it 
would not be wise or expedient to 
agitate the question of the construc- 
tion of the propose*] canal. 


Senator Allison, chairman of the 


caucus, wat authorized to make this 
statement to Senator Morgan and 
other friends of the canal bill and to 
the public generally. 
In giring It 


out he laid stress upon the fart that 
this conclusion was "for the present." 


He also stated that the question of 


what attention should be giren to the 
ship subsidy bill and to the appro- 
priation bills was not discussed. 


"That matter ix In the hands of 


the senate." he said. 


The decision of the caucus as abore 


Siren was embodied In a resolution 
presented by Senator Lodge, which 
stated that the conclusion as there 
Get forth was the result of the best 
deliberations of the committee on 
the order of business. Be expressed 
his own firm conrlctlon that at least 
for the present It would be out of 
place to press the canal question 
while the treaty Is still a subject of 
negotiation and England's attitude 
Is not completely denned. Notwith- 
standing the formal decision to leare 
the canal question IB abeyance for the 
time, sereral senatora gare notice 
that In case there should be a motion 
to take up the canal bill they would 
not be bound by the resolution adopt- 
ed, but would rote for a motion to 
consider. 


No decision was reached upon other 


questions, but no formal action was 
considered 
necessary. 
There was. 


howerer, considerable discussion of 
other questions. 


Among these was the ship subsidy 


bill, the war rerenue reduction bill, 
the eonnrmaticn of Mr. Harlan as at- 
torney generrl of Porto Bleo, the rat- 
ification of the treaty with Spain for 
the acquisition of some of the Philip- 
pine Islands not included in the orig- 
inal Paris treaty, and the appropria- 
tiou bills. 


Senator Hanna expressed his desire 


to hare the ship subsidy bill passed 
upon during the present session and 
said that wit'a the army bill out of 
the way he should aak that the de- 
cision arriTed at early In the session 
to pr*e» the subsidy bill be adhered 
to. 
There were several responses and all 


were in accord with Mr. Hanna's re- 
quest. He was reminded, however, 
of the necessity of giving first at 
tention to the appropriation bills and 
he said that he fully understood that 
and he only meant to ask that the 
subsidy bill should receive attention 
when the appropriation bills were net 
up for consideration. There was gen- 
eral assent to the proposition, but it 
was suggested that there were other 
•ubjetts which should be passed upon 
before adjournment but which it was 
not believed would require a great 
deal of time. 


Senator Aldrich explained in this 


connection the necessity of getting 
the 
war 
revenue reduction 
bill 


through during the session and 
ttated that he hoped to be able to re- 
port it from the commitee on finance 
during the early part of next week. 


Mr. Aldrich also 
said 
that he 


hoped to secure a unanimous agree- 
ment from the committee that If suc- 
cessful he hoped the senate would 
not require a great d«al of time for 
the consideration of, the measure. 


Re stated that In order to get Ib- 


bill through promptly It was neces- 
sary that thai* should be no effort 
to amend It by putting 
on tariff 


.mendmsnts. 


To attempt anything la that line 


would, he eald, open up the entln 
tariff question and the 
only safe 


CJUTM was to leave the bill as it now 
is, an intern*! revenue measure oniy 
There was general assent to thi 
proposition and assurance was given 
that th« caucus would sustain hint 
in that position. 


Senator Foraker »tated that 
he 


would again seek to get up the Bar
